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This  two-story  frame  building  served  as  the  president's  cottage  at  Louisiana 
Normal  from  the  late  1880's  until  1928.  Presidents  Dr.  Edward  Shieb,  Col.  Thomas 
Boyd,  Beverly  Caldwell,  Dr.  James  Aswell  and  V.  L.  Roy  lived  in  the  building 
during  their  terms  as  the  school's  chief  administrators.

Depth  in  pitching,  which  has 
plagued  Northwestern  State  Univer- 
sity's baseball  fortunes  for  the  past 
four  years,  will  again  be  the  pri- 
mary concern  of  Demon  Coach  Herbie 
Smith  in  1973. 

Sophomore  Robbie  Tuminello  and 
Dennis  Choate,  who  won  seven  games 
between  them  last  season,  will  return 
to  the  starting  rotation  with  a  year's 
experience  under  their  belts. 

Another  returnee  on  the  staff  is 
junior  southpaw  Randy  Walker,  star 
kicker  for  the  Demon  football  team. 
Walker  lettered  as  a  freshman  but 
did  not  compete  last  season.  He's 
expected  to  be  one  of  the  top  south- 
paws in  the  state  this  season. 

Other  possible  starting  pitchers  in- 
clude freshman  Pat  Roberts  of  Bos- 
sier City,  Butch  Cole  of  Shreveport, 
Mark  LeBlanc  and  Jay  Weaver,  both 


of  Opelousas,  and  Butch  Ballard  of 
Bogalusa.  Weaver  and  Ballard  will  bs 
battling  for  the  starting  quarterback 
job  on  the  footbal  team  during  spring 
training  and  will  be  late  getting  out. 
Roberts,  also  scheduled  to  report  late, 
is  a  halfback  on  the  team. 

In  the  hitting  department.  North- 
western returns  its  top  two  sluggers 
from  last  seasons's  team  that  posted 
a  16-24  overall  record.  Outfielder 
Charlie  Jackson,  a  left-handed  hitting 
junior  from  Helena,  Ark.,  clubbed  35 
hits  in  114  trips  to  the  plate  for  a 
.307  average.  The  5-foot-8,  160-pounder 
also  had  six  doubles,  two  triples,  two 
homers  and  11  RBI's. 

Catcher  Tommy  Henry,  one  of  the 
few  left-handed  backstops  in  the  coun- 
try, swings  from  the  right  side  of  the 
plate  and  had  a  healthy  .299  average 
last  season. 


Track  and  Field,  a  stepchild  sport 
at  Northwestern  State  in  recent  years, 
will  be  returning  to  its  rightful  place 
in  1973  thanks  to  the  recruiting  of 
Coach  Jerry  Dyes  and  the  pride  of 
his  inexperienced  competitors. 

An  insight  to  the  '73  track  season 
came  last  fall  when  Dyes  took  five 
freshmen  and  two  sophomores  and 
molded  them  into  the  most  powerful 
cross  country  team  in  the  area.  The 
Demons  won  the  Gulf  South  Confer- 
ence and  posted  an  8-2  meet  record. 
Both  losses  came  in  national  meets. 

Five  stars  of  that  cross  country 
team,  freshmen  Leo  Gatson,  Randy 
Moore,  John  Been,  Frank  Trammel 
and  Phillip  McAndrew  will  form  the 
nucleus  of  NSU's  strength  in  track 
this  season. 

Although  the  Demons  will  not  have 
a  "super"  performer  in  any  distance  ' 
event,  they  will  have  performers  who 
should  place  well  in  just  about  any 
competition.  Gatson,  whose  best  prep 
time  in  the  mile  was  4:20.3,  is  ex- 
pected to  near  the  4:00  barrier  before 
he  leaves  Demonland.  Moore  recently 
ran  a  9:39  two-mile  indoors  at  Mon- 
roe, Been  has  a  9:16  best  in  the  two- 
mile  and  Trammel  has  run  a  14:45 
three-mile. 

Top  returners  from  last  season 
track  team  are  triple  jumper  Farrell 
Soileau  and  sprinter  Julius  Steele. 
Soileau  set  a  new  school  record  in 
1972  with  his  triple  jump  of  49-2%. 
Steele,  a  junior,  has  a  best  of  9.6  in 
100  and  21.6  in  the  220. 

Another  junior,  Steve  Jones,  will 
be  a  threat  in  the  440-yard  dash.  He 
ran  a  47.2  split  on  the  mile  relay 
team  last  year  and  is  expected  to  run 
a  47-flat  out  of  the  blocks  this  season. 
Freshman  Andrei  Moore  of  Texarkana 
has  bests  of  9.9  in  the  lOO  and  48.9  in 
the  quarter. 

Sophomore  Bobby  Mcintosh  of  Lees- 
ville  will  challenge  Soileau  for  supre- 
macy in  the  triple  jump.  Mcintosh 
has  leaped  48-2  V4. 

Freshman  Mike  Brown  of  Shreve- 
port, who  finished  second  in  the 
Class  AAAA  meet  in  1972  with  a  long 
jump  of  23-8,  has  also  run  a  9.6  100. 

"We're  hoping  to  surprise  a  lot  of 
people,"  said  Dyes,  who  gained  nat- 
ional fame  as  a  track  athlete  at  Abi- 
lene Christian.  "We're  younger  than 
most  people  so  we  feel  like  we'll 
improve  more  than  the  rest  of  our 
opponents."

"The  only  way  I 
could  get  into  Normal  was  to  up  my 
age,  because  I  was  13  at  the  time," 
said  Bell. 

'Got  Rich  Quick' 

Bell  taught  two  years  before  he 
went  into  the  insurance  business. 
His  first  year  was  in  Lake  Charles 
and  his  last  was  in  Patterson.  "I  got 
paid  $75  a  month  for  teaching,"  Bell 
said.  "That's  what  I  got  paid  both 
years.  My  second  year  was  my  last. 
Seventy-five  dollars  a  month  wasn't 
much  after  you  paid  board.  It  wasn't 
a  very  encouraging  deal.  That  was  my 
theme  song  as  District  Governor,  be- 
cause at  that  time  the  state  was 
stealing  money  from  the  people  and 
not  giving  it  to  the  teachers." 

How  did  he  get  into  the  insurance 
business? 

"A  Jewish  boy  came  to  sell  me  a 
policy  one  day,"  Bell  recalled.  "The 
premium  was  $60.  He  told  me  that 
if  I  signed  a  contract  with  them  and 
then  sold  enough  policies  myself,  I 
wouldn't  have  to  pay  the  premium 
So,  the  next  night  I  contacted  two 
people  and  in  two  nights  I  made  $180. 
I  immediately  resigned  my  job  as  a 
teacher."

Adele's  Contact  With  Inventors  Was   Unforgettable 


MARKSVILLE,  La  —  For  Adele 
Moncla  Eager,  retiring  from  the  U.  S. 
Patent  Office  in  July,  1970,  as  a  Pat- 
ent Examiner  in  Washington,  D.C., 
meant  the  end  of  26  years  of  reading 
into  the  minds  of  inventors. 

"I  found  being  a  Patent  Examiner 
very  challenging,"  Adele  said.  "It  was 
very  rewarding.  All  the  inventions 
came  before  us,  and  we  could  read  the

very  minds  of  the  inventor.  We  were 
in  the  forefront;  we  knew  the  inner 
secrets  of  the  inventor.  It  was  always 
very  interesting." 

Adele  received  her  degree  from 
Northwestern  in  1931.  Her  husband, 
Thomas,  has  begun  his  43rd  year  as 
a  Patent  Examiner  and  remains  in 
Washington  while  she  commutes  from 
Washington  to  Marksville  where  she 
is  remodeling  her  old  home  place 
which  is  more  than  150  years  old. 
Extensive  Background 

Immediately  after  graduating  from 
Northwestern,  Adele  went  to  Wash- 
ington to  work  for  the  Public  Health 
Service  during  the  Depression.  She  had 
an  extensive  background  in  science 
and  was  attached  to  the  medical  sup- 
ply unit. 

It  was  in  Washington  where  she 
met  her  husband  through  mutual 
friends  and  Thomas  encouraged  her 
to  apply  for  a  job  as  a  Patent  Exami- 
ner. She  did  and  was  accepted,  be- 
cause at  that  time  there  was  a  short- 
age of  Patent  Examiners.  Even  now, 
it  is  most  unusual  for  a  man  and 
wife  to  be  Patent  Examiners. 
Worked  As  A  Team 

Adele  was  made  a  Patent  Examiner 
in  the  field  of  surgery.  All  applica- 
tions for  patents  on  every  piece  of 
equipment  used  in  any  type   of  sur- 


gery crossed  her  desk. 

"The  contact  with  the  inventor  and 
their  patent  attorneys  will  never  be 
forgotten,"  said  Adelle,  whose  husband 
has  a  degree  in  mechanical  engineer- 
ing and  is  a  Patent  Examiner  in  the 
field  of  metallurgy.  "My  association 
with  the  employees  was  most  inter- 
esting, because  here  we  had  an  op- 
portunity to  work  together  as  a  team. 
We  all  treated  the  Patent  Office  as 
a  university.  We  received  tremendous 
amounts  of  training  and  gained  ex- 
perience from  it. 

"We  were  kept  abreast  of  the  in- 
novations that  were  being  made  in 
the  field  of  surgery,"  she  added. 
"We  gained  knowledge  from  reading 
periodicals.  Of  course,  what  "■  "'ere 
reading  about,  we  already  kne..  dtx)ut 
from  working  the  patent  applications." 

Adele  said  most  inventors  are  very 
intelligent  people,  not  just  some 
kook  who  suddenly  dreams  up  an 
idea  that  would  save  the  world  and 
make  him  a  fortune  at  the  same  time. 

"I  dealt  with  so  many  doctors," 
she  added.  "They  were  most  interest- 
ing and  we  didn't  think  of  them  as 
being  small  inventors.  They  were 
notable  inventors  whose  cases  had 
merit  and  today  their  inventions  are 
adding  dimensions  to  an  already 
scientific   field."

Linda  JoAnn  Smith,  who  received 
a  B.S.  in  1965,  was  elevated  this  year 
to  the  position  of  Home  Service  Super- 
visor by  Gulf  States  Utilities  in  Beau- 
mont, Tex.,  a  company  she  has  been 
with  since  her  graduation  from  NSU. 
JoAnn,  who  is  married  to  Joe  Lee 
Smith,  Sports  Information  Director 
for  Lamar  University,  is  considered 
by  Gulf  States  Utilities  as  a  very 
dependable  employee,  innovative,  con- 
scientious and  career  minded.  She 
is  Gulf  States  Utilities'  spokeswoman 
on  television  programs.  JoAnn  is 
Home  Service  Supervisor,  which  is 
a  new  position  in  her  company,  for 
the  Beaumont-Orange  area,  overseeing 
four  Home  Service  advisors.  She 
presently  is  Chairman  of  the  South 
Texas  Home  Economist  in  Business 
and  is  past  president  of  the  Sabine 
Area  Home  Economists'  Unit.  She 
also  holds  membership  in  American 
Home  Economics  Association.  In  Beau- 
mont, where  she  and  her  husband 
reside,  JoAnn  is  program  chairman 
for  the  Lamar  University  Women's 
Club  and  is  a  member  of  the  Beau 
mont  Campfire  Council  and  the  Com- 
munity Coordinated  Childcare  Coun- 
cil.

U.  S.  Customs  Chemist  Robert  Bozeman 
Looks  to  Federal  Courts  for  Job  Variety 
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SAN  ANTONIO,  Tex.— The  Bureau  of 
Customs,  which  comes  under  the 
heading  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Treasury  but  is  older  than 
the  Treasury  Department  itself,  em- 
ploys about  80  chemists  in  10  labora- 
tories across  the  nation. 

One  such  chemist  is  Robert  Ray 
Bozeman,  a  1960  graduate  of  North- 
western who  is  assigned  to  the  U.S. 
Bureau  of  Customs  Lab  in  San  An- 
tonio, Tex. 

Of  the  10  laboratories  the  Bureau 
of  Customs  operates,  only  labs  in 
San  Antonio  and  San  Diego  perform 
analyses  of  narcotics.  Other  U.S.  Cus- 
toms laboratories  are  located  in  San 
Francisco,  Los  Angeles,  New  Orleans, 
Savannah,  Baltimore,  New  York, 
Boston  and  Puerto  Rico. 

But  because  of  the  rise  in  the  use 
and  illegal  importation  of  narcotics, 
Bozeman  spends  about  25  to  50  per 
cent  of  his  time  traveling  to  or  ap- 
pearing in  Federal  Court  as  an  ex- 
pert witness  for  the  U.S.  Govern- 
ment. 

30,000  Samples  Examined 

"The  job  consists  ol  a  lot  of  routine 
technical  work,"  says  Bozeman.  "How- 
ever, the  court  work  adds  variety.  I 
may  arrive  in  court  to  find  that  the 
defendants  have  pleaded  guilty  or 
stipulated  to  my  testimony.  On  other 
occasions  I  may  receive  a  vigorous 
cross  examination  by  a  defense  at- 
torney as  to  the  details  of  my  analysis 
and  handling  of  evidence." 

Bozeman  said  as  a  U.  S.  Customs 
chemist  he  has  examined  over  J0,000 
samples  of  marihuana,  approximately 
2,000  samples  of  heroin  and  about 
3,000  dangerous  drugs  consisting  pri- 
marily of  amphetamines,  barbiturates, 
cocaine  and  L.S.D. 

"About  once  a  month  I  receive  a 
subpoena  to  appear  in  Federal  Court, 
usually  in  Texas  or  New  Mexico," 
said  Bozeman,  whose  wife,  Rita  Find- 
ley,  received  a  B.S.  degree  from  North- 
western in  1961. 

He  said  he  has  very  little  direct 
contact  with  the  drug  user  and  is 
not  allowed  to  discuss  specific  cases. 

Mttst  Be  Fast,  Accurate 

"In  San  Antonio,"  Bozeman  said, 
"we  have  five  chemists  and  our  work 
is  limited  to  marihuana,  narcotics 
and  dangerous  drugs.  About  80  per 
cent  of  our  work  load  involves  mari- 
huana. This  laboratory  handles  all 
Customs  samples  seized  in  Texas,  New 
Mexico,  Oklahoma,  Colorado  and  a 
small  portion  of  Southwest  Louisiana. 
We  receive  about  1,000  samples  each 


month,  and  each  sample  is  a  poten- 
tial court  case  and  must  be"  analyzed 
rapidly  and  accurately." 

The  San  Antonio  lab  was  original- 
ly a  branch  of  the  U.S.  Customs  lab 
in  New  Orleans,  which  ranks  first 
in  work  load  and  second  in  personnel 
with  some  27  chemists  employed  by 
the  Federal  Government. 

But  about  five  years  ago,  a  large 
number  of  new  federal  judgeships 
appeared  in  the  San  Antonio  region 
and  the  Bureau  of  Customs  then  de- 
cided to  make  the  San  Antonio  lab 
independent  of  all  others  and  restrict 
its  operations  to  narcotics  and  seiz- 
ures. 

Form,er  F.  D.  A.  Chemist 

Bozeman  is  a  1956  graduate  of 
Belmont  High  and  received  a  B.S. 
degree  in  Chemistry.  From  1961  to 
1970  he  took  special  courses  in  ana- 
lytical chemistry  and  math  at  Loui- 
siana State  University,  Tulane,  Loyola, 
Georgetown  and  Oak  Ridge  Associated 
University. 


From  1961  to  1968  he  lived  in  New 
Orleans  and  worked  for  the  Tulane 
University  Medical  School  as  a  Re- 
search Assistant  and  for  the  U.  S. 
Food  and  Drug  Administration  as  a 
F.D.A.  chemist. 

He  joined  the  U.S.  Customs  Labora- 
tory in  San  Antonio  in  1969. 

Rita,  his  wife,  received  a  B.S.  de- 
gree in  Chemistry  and  is  employed 
by  the  University  of  Texas  Medical 
School  as  a  research  assistant.  They 
are  the  parents  of  nine-year  old  Lloyd 
Forrest  and  six-year  old  Ross  Elliott. 

"All  members  of  our  family  enjoy 
visiting  our  small  farm  in  Sabine 
Parish,  La.,"  Bozeman  said.  "We  look 
forward   to   living  there   someday." 

The  Bozemans  are  members  of  St. 
Andrew's  Methodist  Church,  the 
Y.M.C.A.  and  Little  League.  Ross  is 
in  kindergarten  and  Lloyd  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Alamo  Judo  Club.  Robert 
is  a  member  of  the  Alamo  Handball 
Club  and  Rita  works  on  Christmas 
projects   for  United   Fund.

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Dr.  John  Drane  Serves  As  Statistical  Link 


Dr.  John  Wanzer  Drane,  a  1955 
(nathematics  graduate  of  Northwest- 
ern, currently  serves  as  an  important 
link  of  cooperation  between  a  private 
university  and  a  state-supported 
medical  school  in  Dallas,  Tex. 

When  th  tall,  dark-haired  scientist 
left  his  teaching  post  at  Emory  Uni- 
versity in  1968  to  accept  joint  faculty 
appointments  at  Southern  Methodist 
University  and  the  University  of  Texas 
Southwestern  Medical  School,  the  ap- 
pointments were  the  first  of  their 
kind  between  the  two  institutions. 

For  the  past  two  years,  Dr.  Drane 
has  been  the  acting  chairman  of  the 
medical  school's  Division  of  Bio- 
mathematics  and  Biostatistics  while 
continuing  to  teach  statistics  at  SMU. 

Last  July  he  was  named  to  an  ad- 
ditional post  at  SMU  as  coordinator 
of  a  new  effort  to  explore  and  develop 
avenues  of  cooperation  in  the  field 
of  statistics  with  still  other  institu- 
„tions. 

Develops  Similar  Programs 

"I  am  hoping  to  explore  and  de- 
velop similar  programs  with  other 
educational  institutions  and  possibly 
governmental  and  nonacademic  agen- 
cies," he  explained  at  the  time  of  his 
most  recent  appoinment.  "Medical 
and  biological  sciences  research  are 
only  two  of  many  potential  areas  of 
cooperation  for  SMU's  statistics 
faculty.  We  are  also  involved  in  ap- 
plied sciences,  social  sciences,  geo- 
logical sciences,  business  and  eco- 
nomics, and  a  number  ot  other  fields." 

The  coordinator  expects  most  of  the 
cooperative  programs  with  other 
educational  institutions  to  be  based 
principally  on  joint  faculty  appoint- 
ments, such  as  the  ones  which  he  and 
one  other  scientist  holds  at  SMU  and 
Southwestern   Medical  School. 

As  a  professional,  Dr.  Drane  works 
with  scientists,  market  researchers, 
engineers,  and  others  to  develop  bet- 
ter ways  of  gathering  significant  data 
while  weeding  out  irrelevant  infor- 
mation, analyzing  it,  and  predicting 
the  outcome  of  various  courses  of 
action  on  the  basis  of  that  analysis. 

Referring  to  statistics,  Dr.  Drane 
declares:  "I  see  the  field  growing  be- 
cause of  the  complexity  of  the  prob- 
lems we  face." 

Sees  Field  Grorving 

He  currently  serves  as  a  member  of 
the  board  of  directors  for  the  Dallas 
Area  League  for  Nursing  and  as  vice- 
president  of  his  local  Northwestern 
Alumni  chapter.  During  the  past  sum- 
mer, he  served  on  a  committee  to 
review  the  math  curriculum  of  the 
Dallas  School  District's  new  Skyline 
Career  and  Development  Center.  For 
several  years,  he  also  has  held  local 
offices    in    the    American    Statistical 


Association  and  in  the  Dads'  Club 
at  the  school  his  three  children  at- 
tend. He  belongs  to  nine  professional 
associations. 

A  former  member  of  Northwestern's 
band,  orchestra,  and  the  music  fra- 
ternity, the  scientist  has  maintained 
an  active  interest  in  music.  He  col- 
lects and  plays  a  wide  variety  of 
stringed  instruments,  including  every- 
thing from  guitars,  ukeleles,  and 
violins  to  a  mandolin,  dulcimer,  and 
goosla. 

"This  is  certainly  not  the  kind  of 
career  I  would  have  thought  of  for 
myself  as  a  college  freshman,"  Dr. 
Drane  remarked  recently.  "The  pre- 
paration that  I  got  after  I  transferred 
to  Northwestern  was  significant  in 
preparing  me  for  graduate  school, 
though,  and  the  kind  of  general 
education  that  I  got  did  give  a  lot  of 
career  choices." 

Eerned  Engineer's  License 
After  earning  his  baccalaureate  de- 
gree at  Northwestern,  he  began  work 
on  a  master's  degree  in  mathematics 
at  the  University  of  Florida.  A  year 
later  he  took  a  job  at  the  Newport 
News  Shipbuilding  yards,  where  his 
work  later  earned  him  a  professional 
engineer's  license. 

Upon  completing  his  master's  de- 
gree requirements  in  August  of  1957, 
he  undertook  six  months  of  training 
at  the  Oak  Ridge  School  of  Reactor 
Technology  while  continuing  to  hold 
his  position  at  the  shipyards.  In  1958, 
he  began  his  teaching  career  with  the 
University  of  Virginia  while  at  New- 
port News,  where  it  was  developing 
computation  procedures  in  the  design 


aspects  of  the  nuculear  ship,  Enter- 
prise. 

While  still  holding  posts  at  both 
the  sh.r-yards  and  the  University,  the 
Northwestern  graduate  became  an 
associate  professor  of  mathematics  at 
Randolph-Macon  College  at  nearby 
Ashland,  Va.,  in  1960.  A  year  later  he 
gave  up  his  nuclear  engineering  job 
to  devote  himself  to  full-time  teaching. 

In  1963  he  left  his  dual  teaching 
positions  at  Randolph-Macon  and  at 
Virginia  to  accept  a  biometry  fellow- 
ship and  an  instructor's  appointment 
at  Emory  University  in  Atlanta  in 
order  to  pursue  doctoral  studies  in 
biometry.  Two  years  later  he  was  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  associate  pro- 
fessor and  was  named  head  of  a  re- 
gional statistical  office  at  Emory  for 
the  Southeastern  Cancer  Chemo- 
therapy Cooperative  Study  Group.  He 
earned  his  Ph.D.  in  biometry  at  Emory 
in  1967. 

Two  years  ago  he  demonstrated  his 
powers  at  programing  computers 
while  the  Northwestern  campus  for 
a  computer  use  demonstration.  With 
the  Northwestern-Louisiana  Tech  foot- 
ball game  only  two  days  away,  Dr. 
Drane  programmed  a  Dallas  computer 
for  the  game  prior  to  the  demonstra- 
tion and  then  refereed  while  two 
"quarterbacks"  selected  from  the 
audience  ran  the  teams  in  the  remote 
access  computer  matchup. 

The  game  ended  with  Northwestern 
edging  out  Tech  by  the  margin  of  a 
field  goal,  22-19.  The  actual  game  later 
that  week  ended  with  a  20-17  score 
in  favor  of  Northwestern,  but  Dr. 
Drane  passes  such  results  off  as  "an 
accident." 


Dr.  John  Wanzer  Drane 
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George  Ward  Is  Collector  of  Early  Frontier  Artifacts 


STANTON,  Mo. — It  was  on  April  3, 
1860,  that  the  Pony  Express  began  to 
ride  day  and  night  through  storms, 
across  swollen  streams  and  in  the  heat 
of  the  desert.  But  18  months  later,  on 
Oct.  24,  1861,  it  was  finally  brought 
to  an  end  by  the  completion  of  the 
trans-continental  telegraph  which  the 
Pony  Express  had  paved  the  way  for. 

The  history  of  the  Pony  Express 
is  sacred  to  many,  including  George 
E.  Ward  Jr.,  who  bought  an  original 
home  station  for  the  Pony  Express 
and  moved  it  from  Marysville,  Kan., 
where  it  was  erected  in  1959,  to  Stan- 
ton, Mo. 

"We  bought  the  original  home  sta- 
tion building  from  my  mother-in-law 
in  1967  and  moved  it  to  Stanton  in 
time  to  open  Memorial  Day  of  that 
year,"  said  Ward,  who  earned  his  B.S. 
degree    from  Northwestern    in    1951. 

Today,  the  old  home  station  for  the 
Pony  Express  is  one  of  Missouri's  top 
tourist  attractions  housing  over  10,- 
000  unusual  and  interesting  artifacts, 
including  the  original  Pony  Express 
saddle  and  bridle  and  pouch  used  in 
1860. 

Share  Cavern  Traffic 

Antiques  dating  back  to  1807  are 
displayed  in  the  old  home  station, 
where  riders  slept,  including  Jesse 
James. 

"The  original  building  had  a  second 
floor  but  was  cut  down  to  one,"  said 
George,  who  now  manages  a  large 
discount  department  store  in  St. 
Louis    County.    "In    addition    to    the 


building  which  is  part  of  the  musuem, 
we  had  a  building  constructed  which 
is  the  other  part  of  the  museum  and 
since  then  we  have  had  an  additional 
building  constructed  which  is  used  lor 
admissions  and  souvenirs."     - 

The  old  home  station,  which  was 
used  by  Wells  Fargo  after  serving 
the  Pony  Express,  is  located  about 
50  miles  from  St.  Louis,  just  one 
mile  off  Interstate  44  on  the  road  that 
leads  to  famous  Meramec  Caverns. 

"The  Caverns  get  up  to  1,000,000 
visitors  each  year,"  said  George.  "They 
all  must  pass  our  place,  as  there  is 
only  one  road  in  and  the  same  road 
out.  It  is  apparent  why  I  chose  this 
location,  and  we  get  a  share  of  the 
traffic.  We  have  had  visitors  from 
every  state  and  many  foreign  coun- 
tries." 

Hickcock's   Cell   Block 

George  says  the  old  building  con- 
tains the  original  cell  block  which 
held  Wild  Bill  Hichcock.  "The  cell 
was  added  in  1970  after  I  was  able 
to  buy  it  from  the  city  of  Beatrice, 
Neb.,  where  Wild  Bill  Hickcock  was 
tried  for  murder." 

According  to  George,  who  once 
taught  school,  coached  football,  bas- 
ketball and  track  at  the  American 
High  School  in.  Munich,  Germany, 
and  served  as  '•ivilian  athletic  director 
for  the  25,000-man  program  under 
the  U.S.  Army  Southern  Area  Com- 
mand, the  old  home  station  has  been 
used  for  things  other  than  a  museum. 

"At  various  times  it  served  as  an 
ice  house,  blacksmith  shop,  house  of 
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prostitution,  produce  store,  duplex 
and  funeral  home  before  becoming  a 
museum  in  1960,"  he  said. 

George's  father-in-law,  the  late  Jim 
Swim,  started  collecting  frontier 
antiques  in  the  1930s  at  the  same 
time  he  purchased  the  old  home  sta- 
tion and  barn  which  stood  next  door. 
"The  old  barn  still  stands  in  Marys- 
ville, Kan.,  on  the  original  site," 
George  said.  "It  is  now  owned  by 
the  town  of  Marysville  and  houses 
a  very  nice  museum." 

According  to  George,  the  museum 
is  now  set  up  with  a  tack  room  con- 
taining an  original  Pony  Express  sad- 
dle and  bridle,  one  of  Teddy  Roose- 
velt's Rough  Rider  saddles  and  English 
and  American  side-saddles. 

Frontier  Life  Recreated 

"Three  rooms  are  set  up  to  display 
frontier  life  in  the  1960's,"  George 
explained.  "The  living  room  has  one 
of  the  first  organs  west  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi River,  a  bear  skin  rug,  an 
old  love  seat  and  other  things.  The 
bedroom  has  a  rope  bed  and  com 
husk  mattress,  and  in  the  kitchen 
there  is  a  double  door  oven,  butter 
churn,  and  100-year  old  flour  barrel." 

George,  who  is  thought  to  own  the 
second  largest  beer  stein  collection  in 
Missouri  with  over  200  steins  from  17 
different  countries,  also  has  on  dis- 
play a  spring  wagon,  a  buggy,  horse 
drawn  sleigh,  small  gun  collection, 
early  school  equipment,  old  flags, 
early  kerosene  lamps,  wooden  water 
pipes  and  an  early  sewing  machine. 

"I've  also  got  a  grand  piano  that 
was  brought  across  the  prairie  by 
covered  wagon,  one  of  the  first  elect- 
ric stoves,  a  wooden  washing  machine, 
and  Post  Office  boxes  from  an  old 
ghost  town,"  George  explained. 

George's  wife,  Dorothy,  and  five  of 
their  six  children,  all  work  in  the 
museum.  "We've  all  pitched  in  to 
make  this  thing  a  really  big  tourist 
attraction,"  he  -  i-
